Manila, November 22.—A detachment of 
100 men from companies I and M. Twen- 
ty-fifth United States Infantry, colored, 
under Captain O'Neill, made a clever cap- 
ture of thirty insurgents with rifles, sup- 
plies and 1,500 rounds of ammunition, in 
a camp east of San Marcelino, which the 
Americans charged at daybreak. Among 
the rifles captured were a few Krag-Jor- 
gensens which the insurgents had recent- 
ly secured, 

Several of the Filipinos were injured. 

Captain Gulick, vith sixteen men of the 
Forty-seventh infantry, had a sharp en- 
ccunter with insurgents concealed in a 
bicck house near Binorongan. The in- 
surgents fired a volley from thirty rifies 
on the approach of the Americans, 
wounding two, one mortally. The fring 
soon became hot on h sides. 

With nine men Captain Gulick swam the 
river, gained the hillside, routed the ene- 
my and incidentally killed several fleeing 
bolo men, 

The same party, with a score of com- 
rades, drove the insurgents from Bula- 
sam, where they were entrenched. The 
detachment killed fourteen and captured 
five in two days. 

Numerous reports of minor. engage- 
gagements and captures in southeastern 
Luzon have arrived here in letters brought 
by steamer. '

Organized Labor Declines To Obey an 
Order Issued Directing All 
Union Men To Cease Work 
on Monday of Next 

Week. 


Tampa, Fla., November 22.—On account 
of the differences between the two cigar 
makers’ unions here, which led to a se- 
rious riot last week, and the failure to 
brir.g about an agreement by the interna- 
tional union refusing to comply with all 
of the articles submitted by the arbitra- 
tion committee, the trad2s assembly to- 
day formally ordered a general strke of 
a'l organised labor in the city to begin 
Monday. A majority of the union labor- 
ers in other branches now declare in op- 
position to the order. 

The situation therefore is full of se- 
riots complications. The general strike 
would serieusly paralyze business here if 
cerried into effect. There has been an 
oren revolt upon the part of the majority 
of union men today, and they declare they 
will not go out Monday. Few cities have 
labor so well organized as in Tampa. The 
strike would take out carpenters, brick 
masons, machinists, painters, plumbers, 
tinners, wood workers, eng neers, printers, 
electric workers, box mabers, trimmers, 
and everything outaide cigar industry. 
There are 600 houses in course of con- 
struction which would be stopped. The 
contractors are under some heavy forfeits 
and they, as well as others, would make 
efforts to get men to fill the places, and 
this would bring about a serious con- 
ot. 

A curious part is that the strike would 
be against the Resistencia Cigar Makers’ 
Union, and as they are all cigar workers 
it would have no effect. The interna tional 
has three factories complete and the 
strike would leave these in the hands of 
the Resistencia, 

Union men generally dechare that if the 
assembly does not rescind the order for 
a strike before Monday they will. aban- 
don their unions and appeal to national 
officers. They would at the time be 
treated as scabs by those striking, and 
this would create trouble, It is admitted 
now by the international cigar makers 
that fully three hundred of their mem- 
bers have already joined the Resistencia 
union. Their officers say the prospects 
ate that the union will be wiped out be- 
fore the strike occurs. All ofticerg of 
the union fought strongly to have the 
articles of the agreement accepted as 
tresented by the Resistencia, byt they 
were swept away by the restless element, 
who demanded that their wisties 
agreed to by the Resistencia people. 

There is much restlesstiess and signs of 
brewing trouble. The military Is yet un- 
der guard. The situation is the most crit- 
ical and unique ever known in southern 
labor circles.

Mareellies, November 22.—Paul Kruger, 
formerly president of the South African 
‘republic, landed here at 10:45 this morn- 
ing. | 
The scene at the landing place was an 
animated one. The decks of all the 
steamers in the Lyons basin were crowd- 
ed with sightseers. The crowd swelled 
to great proportions as the news spread 
through the city that the Gelderland had 
entered the har bor. 

A cold northwest wind, which set in 
during the night, cleared away yester- 
day’s clouds and the morning broke fresh, 
but with bright sunshine. The inner har- 
bor was all the gayer for the decoration 
of a number of French yachts with multi- 
colored flags and pennants, among which 
Boer flags were prominently displayed. 

The Gelderland was sighted several | 
miles out at 7 o’clock in the morning, and 
Dr. Leyds and Messrs. Fischer and Wes- 
sels, an interpreter, and Dr. Van Ham- 
mel immediately proceeded to the Dutch 
warship in a steam launch and boarded 
her. A conference between the Boer lead- 
ers ensued, while the Gelderland was 
slowed down behind the island of Cha- 
teau D'If. 

The remained there until 10 o'clock, 
when she steamed into the outer harbor, 
firing a salute of twenty-one guns, to 
-which a shore battery replied. 

The Gelderland was decorated with flags 
in rainbow fashion. An outburst of 
cheering from on board the vessels in the 
harbor announced to those awaiting to 
receive him that Mr. Kruger had left the 
Gelderland, and a few minutes later the 
barge of the Gelderland, with the Dutch 
flag fiyine at her stern, a gold-laced of- 
ficer standing at the tiller and a group of 
civilians sitting in her stern; in the cen- 
ter was the unmistakable figure of the 
former Boer president, was seen ap- 
proaching the landing stage. 

His companions, Messrs, Fischer, Wes- 
sels and others, were bareheaded. Mr. 
Kruger was wearing a tall hat, bound 
with deep crepe and much the worse for 
wear, a thick, dark overcoat and muffler, 
and steel-rimmed spectacies. As he ap- 
proached t. shore he raised his hat and 
acknowledged the cheering. He seemed 
strong and had no need of a helping arm 
from the barge to the shore. 

Mr. Kruger was borne on an irresisti- 
ble wave of enthusiasm from the landing 
stage to his hotel. The broad streets and 
boulevards through which the route lay, 
presentcd a perfect sea of human beings, 
all gathered there prompted by the unan- 
imous desire to welcome the aged Boer 
stateaman. From the moment the 
twelve-oared barge left the side of the 
Gelderland with Mr. Kruger, who appear- 
ed to be in good health, sitting in her 
stern, surrounded by the Boer represen- 
tativea, including Dr. Leyds and Messrs. 
Fischer and Wessels, a storm of cheer- 
ing broke and never, ceased until Mr. 
Kruger entered his hotel. Even then a 
vast concourse of people remained in 
front of the building until Mr. Kruger 
appeared upon the balcony, acknowledg- 
ing the acclamations of his thousands of 
admirers, who continued cheering until 
they were hoarse with shouting. 

Replying to the addresses of welcome of 
the presidents of the Paris and Marseilles 
committees, Mr. Kruger spoke in “Dutch 
and in a low voice, accqmpanying his 
words with energetic movements of his 
hat, which he held in his right hand.

His announcement was grected 
with a roar of cheers and cries: Vive 
Kruger, vive lea Boers, vive la Ifberte.’’ 

The sun was shining down upon Mr. 
Kruger and he held his hat to shade his 
eyes from the glare which, apparently. 
was painful to his eyes. As he stood in 
this attitude, his head slightly bowed, 
with his hair brushed’ back, he was an 
ſunutterably pathetic figure, which at 
once won the sympathy and reverence of 
every person present. 

Today proved a triumph for Mr. Kruger 
such as even the Boer delegates and his 
most ardent admirers failed to anticipate. 
The delirium of enthusiasm which mark- 
ed every step of his progress from the 
time he landed until the hotel was reach- 
ed was a revelation even to the people of 
Marseilles themselves. It fully equaled, 
if it did not surpass, the frantic demon- 
stration of patriotism with which France 
opened her arms to Major Marchand at 
Toulon on his return from Fashoda. 

The grandeur of this demonstration, 


perhaps, ranks second in importance to 


the emphatic manifestos of no compro- 
mise“ which Mr. Kruger delivered in a 
low voice, but one vibrating with emo- 
tion, accompanied by energetic gestures 
of the right hand, stirring the hearts of 
all within hearing. v 

The last sentences of his declaration 
were uttered with a vigor and a decision 
which bore out his reputation as the in- 
carnation of iron will and stubborn re- 
sistance. His mere delivery of a decla- 
ration of such far-reaching importance 
testifies to the independence of his char- 
acter as it came as a surprise even to his 
intimate political advisers, who, up to 
the last. were in ignorance of his deter- 
mination. He announced to the world 
that the Boers would be free people or die 
and the faces of the men about him,

The summary dismissal of Dr. Ross for 
daring in a frank but thoroughly scientific 
spirit to speak the almple truth on social 
questions is an act which will cause the 
deepest grief and profoundest indignation 
on the part of everv a intellectual 
freedom in the United Stat The event 
has filed my heart with the deepest sor- 
row. Dr. Ross is unquestionably one of 
the verv ablest and most brilliaut scholars 
of our generation. Yet the aravity of this 
event does not consist in sympathy with 
Dr. Ross in the loss of his present office. 
It is a blow aimed direct at academic 
freedom, and it is, therefore, a deep hu- 
millation to Stanford university and to 
the cause of American education. The 
blow does not come directly from the 
founder. It really proceeds from the sin- 
ister spirit of social bigotry and commer- 
cial Intolerance which is just now the 
deadliest foe of American democracy. In 
order that we may attain the highest 
ideal of social, moral and Intellectual life 
eur universities must be the snviolable 
sanctuaries of free inquiry. They must 
have more brave, honest and level-headed 
men, such as Professor Ross. 


The only excuse offered by che 
friends of Mrs. Stanford is that the 


‘professor had views upon the immi- 


gration of inferior peoples, such as the 
coolies, which were not entertained 
by her dead husband. The offending 
of Professor Ross is dwelt upon by The 
San Francisco Chronicle in this trench- 
ant manner: 

Dr. Ross is the reverse of an agitator. 
He is a severely scientific man. As such, 
and as professor of sociology, he ig neces- 
sarily a student of social conditions and 
of the causes which make the struexie of 
life so very hard for some men. It is not 
to his discredit that hig sympathies are 
with the masses rather than with the 
successful few. and it is greatly to his 
credit that he does not permit his sym- 
pathy to run away with his judgment. 
Ile does not look for remedies for cxisting 
evils in any other form of socialism, but 
rather in such means as can be devised 
by men of common sense under society 
as it is. He finds as a scientific truth 
that the Mongolian birth rate under their 
low standard of life is so great that with 
unrestricted Mongolian immigration the 
present American standard could not en- 
dure, and perhaps not the American ꝛeo- 
ple. Finding this to be true he says it in 
public addresses, and as an American he 
favors restriction of such immigration 
as will endanger our standard of life. 
Noting the immense fortunes which 
shrewd men have accumulated by the 
control of public utilities, he thinks the 
people are not getting their share of the 
Wealth which they create, and, while 
recognizing the greater efficiency of pri- 
vate control, thinks it probable that an 
era of municipal ownership will shortly 
ensue, very probably with a reversion to 
regulated private control in the future. 


If benefactions from individuals are 
to carry with them such ownership and 
control of colleges, reputable institu- 
tions will be forced into non-accept- 
ance, Even wealth cannot de per- 
mitted to enthrone ignorance and big- 
otry in the hall of learning, and col- 
leges which have masters must lose all 
respect.

One of his 
agents was put in jail with him here in Madi- 
son, and yet he would have the public, who 
are unfamiliar with his methods, believe that 
he never solicited emigrants’ outside of Greene 
county, where he had a license, when quite the 
reverse was true 

He is indignant that you would even inti- 
mate that the thought of tar and feathering” 
him was ever suggested, and his wounded pride 
bubbles over and exhausts itself in a threat 
that “‘somebody will suffer for this later.“ 

if Mr. Williams will only refresh his memory 
he must remember a certain night last winter 
when his attorney, Mr. Davidson, of Greenes- 
boro, and myself visited him in his cell in the 
Madison jail, and when Mr. Davidson told him 
that he had reached the end of his rope, and 
that he would have to quit the business he 
was in. He told him that the town was full 
of people from all parts of the county and 
that they had come for business. He stated 
to him also that under the circumstancea, 
although he was his attorney, that he could 
but sympathize with the farmers, and he ad- 
vised him to sign a statement that he would 
not prosecute this business further, and warn- 
ing him to the effeet that if he did so that he 
would do it at great peril He signed the 
agreement. This circumstance occurred about 
12 o'clock at night. The same night I went 
to Judge H. W. Baldwin’s residence in the 
interest of Mr. Williams. Judge Baldwin was 
to pass upon his case the following day, but 
when I called it looked very much as though 
a very different judge would sit upon his 
case. And it was only through the urgent 
and active work of some that such was not 
the case. Judge Baldwin urged that we do 
all we could to prevent any rash measures 
being adopted, which we did. Now, Mr. Wi- 
Ua Knows these facts as well as you do, 
because Mr. Davidson, his attorney, acquainted 
him with them, and when he pretends that he 
is greatly siandered at the suggestion that 
he bearly escaped a coat of tar and feathers 
he ia only biuffing. 

Mr. Williame says that he has been a great 
henefactor to Georgia. If vacant houses and 
large fields grown up in weeds beapeak the 
works of a benefactor, then I agree with him, 

It ia my candid opinion that through hie tn- 
fluence and methods hia work in Morgan coun- 
ty alone has caused a loss in this year’s crop 
of considerably more than 1.000 bales of cot- 
ton—at $50 per bale, $50,000. Great bene- 
factor! And I am told that the loss in Greene 
je even greater than in Morgan. And 
yet this man would have the public to believe 
that he has been greatly outraged, because,

CEREMONIES WERE IMPOSING 


Members of Diplomatic Corpe and 
Prominent Officials Present. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS TAKES PART 


Higher Education for Women Now 
Made Possible by a 
New School. 


Washington, November 22.—Trinity col- 
lege, the new anded C-tholic institution 
for the higher education of women, was 
dedicated today with imposing ceremo- 
nies. Cardinal Gibbons, Monsignor Mar- 
tineli. thé papal delegate, and other 
high dignitaries of tne church conducted 
the service in the presence of a large as- 
semblage, including prominent officials, 
many members of the diplomatic corps 
and representative euucators from vari- 
ous parts of the country. 

The institution is one of the most ambi- 
tious projects of higher education that 
has yet received the attention of the 
Catholic authorities. Its inception and 
actual execution ae due co the Bisters of 


Notre Dame, who, for sixty years, have 


80 successfully promoted education in 
many parts of the country. The college 
is located near the Catholic university, 
and the grounds cover twenty-seven acres 
overlooking the capi:21 and the national 
library. 

Cardinal Gibbons, in giving his first 
blessing to the project, referred to its 
proximity to the university, and said it 
would relieve the university from the 
embarrassment of refusing admission to 
women, many of wnom had applied for its 
higher instruction, anu would complete 
and crown the whole system of Catholic 
education. 

The ceremonies today began at 10:30 
o' clock, when Cardinal Gibbons, in the 
full robes of his exalted position, and 
attended by archbisnops and bishops in 
their robes of purple, and the representa- 
tives of many orders in their habits, pro- 
ceeded around the building and through 
its spacious halls sprinkling holy water 
and pronouncing the oiessing. Pontifi- 
cal high mass was then celebrated by 
Monsignor Martinelli, Lad wie dedicatory 
sermon was preached by Rt. Rev. Mon 
signor Conati, rector of the Catholic uni- 
versity. 

The services within the chapel were 
deeply impressive. ne chapel is of clasa- 
ic design, the walls uung with replicas 
of the masterpieces of ‘Botticelli and Pe- 
rugino. Amid tho forest ol plants and 
flowers could be acen the papa: colors and 
embiems intertwit.ed with the American 
colores.

To the ieft of the altar another raised 
throne was occupieu by Monsignor Mar- 
tinelli, the representative of Pope Leo 
XIII, attended by those assisting in the 
celebration of mass. -<mong the dis- 
tinguished prelates participating were Rt. 
Rev. G, A. McDone., of Brooklyn; Rt. 
Rev. Monsignor Van ~e Vyvier, Rich- 
mond, Va.; Rt. Rev. John F. Farley, of 
New York; Rt. Rev. Monsignor ‘Conati, 
of the Catholic university; Rev. Monsig- 
nor Nugent, of Liverpool, England, and 
the Very Reva. Byrnes, of Boston; 
O'Hara, president ot St. Mary's college, 
Maryland, and the members of the facul- 
ty of the Catholic university. The Sisters 
of Notre Dame, whos’ services have 
made the institution possibie, were rep- 
resented by Sister Julia, superior of the 
order in the United States; Sister Lid- 
wine, president of the college; Sister Jo- 
sephine, dean of the faculty; Sister Eu- 
phrasia, treasurer, and twenty-five ladies 
of the order constituting the community 
here.

Cincinnati, November 2.—Wu Ting 
Fang, the Chinese minister, was the 
guest of honor tonight at the eighth an- 
nual dinner of the Commercial Club ot 
Cincinnati. His theme was The Foreign 
Trade of China,“ which, he said, was con- 
stantly growing. He was glad to say that 
the trade of the United States with China 
was increasing more rapidly than that of 
any foreign country. He read figures 
showing that in the past five years im- 
ports from Europe exclusive of Engiand 
and Russia increased % per cent; from 
England & per cent, while that of the 
United States had increased t per cent. 
Twenty years ago no cigars and no cham- 
pagne was used in China. Now many 
Chinese smoke more than Americans, and 

he naively asked: 
„How oan they refuse good cham- 
panne v 

He said he had seen it stated as a nota- 
dle fact that here in Cincinnati a Dig 
manufactory shared its drofits with its 
employees That principle had been in 
practice In China for years. He made no 
afusion to the recent troubles in China. 
except to express regret that it should 
have almost destroyed foreign traffic, but 
he predicted that when the trouble is set- 
thed trade would revive and increase de- 
cause there is no reaction to a Chinese 
Loom. 

A. D. Tompkins, of Charlotte, N. C., 
declared that slavery had robbed the 
south of its ancient prestige in manufac- 
tures, and tlas fact hai stirred up the 
southern trade formerly enjoyed by the 
northwest. Slavery being dead, the south 
had revived and was now leading New 
England in cotton mills, Pittsburg in iron 
and with its cotton seed oll was eclipsing 
Chicago in lard.

In my opinion. however, an 
ar plicant who has a good common educa- 
tion and who possesses the other re- 
quiaites for a minister is competent for 
admission into the conference.” 

Dr. Bigham Answers. 

Dr. Bigham, chairman of the admis- 
sions committee, arose — . — — 
was glad the opportunity arlsen 
ha ve — queation settied, nis com- 
mittee, sald he, “has endeavored to 48 
certain the mental equipment of every 
man who has come before the committee 
and I want thia conference to decide if 
this ie fight. This committee has aim. 
ply desired to admit only men capable of 
meeting all of the requirements of their 
charges, and if this js not its duty and we 
have not acted rightly, then, sin, I want 
to tender the chairmanship of this com- 
mittee, for it la an unhappy duty. But 
if I continue chairman of this committee 
and receive no instructions from the con- 
ference, I wil) continue to act in the fu- 
ture as I have in the past.”

Dr. Bigham in reply stated that the 
applicant's educational ability was ques- 
tioned and he began a presentation of 
some of the other features of the ex- 
amination, when Dr. Wadsworth again 
arose to a point of order, saying he only 
wanted Dr. Bigham to answer one ques- 
tion.

The committee appointed to try Rev. 
C. S. Owens on the charge of immorality 
reported to the conference yesterday 
morning, the finding being an acquittal 
for Mr. Owens. As stated in exclusively

“It may seem strange,“ said the Atlan- 
ta manager of a large accident company, 
“but our profits depend ! measure on 
the weather, and we watch the govern- 
ment forecast pretty closely. During 
auch weather as we are having now our 
losses from accident are small, but let the 
weather turn cold, let sleet come and let 
the street be covered with ice, and we 
have to pay out money rapidly. 

“The explanation ia simple: When 
such weather prevails, as I have 
juat described, the perile of pedestrians 
are largely incrensed, Then, men are 
continually slipping on the ice-clad pave- 
ments and broken arma and legs and frac- 
tured riba result. And in nine cases out 
of ten the accident companies pay for 
these injuries. For accident Insurance 
has reached large proportions of recent 
years. Nearly every man now carries an 
accident policy. I heard a life manager 
say recently that if a man was forced to 
reduce his insurance he generally cut his 
life protection in favor of accident. 

“Another branch of insurance is doing 
well because of this warm weather, and 
that is health insurance. Whenever we 
have extremely severe winters the losses 
in the health department are large, but 
such balmy conditions as exist now don't 
call for much expenditure. There has 
been a remarkable absence of health loasa- 
es so far, and I am sure that it is due to 
the fict that we have had no severe 
wenther.“

ago,” said a south Georgia legislator at 
the Kimball yesterday.

“Before 1 tell the siory, however, I

kro nature. The love of ‘craps’ la born 
An the newro blood and the rattle of the 
dice and the sound of ‘come seben, come 
vleben,’ would entice him from the gates 
af paradiae, It doean't require any An- 
Veigling® to get a negro inte a crap game, 
It would take a lot, however, to get him 
out, There ta just one other thing as dear 
to the negro heart as craps. That is the 
Watermelon and on that luscious Georgia 
product my story depends. 

“Some years ago we had a prohibition 
vlection in my county and to the surprise 
of nearly everybody the anti-whiaky folks 
won. The county had a large negro pop- 
ulation, and the antis had pald the taxes 
of every dark voter, and naturally ex- 
pected to win by a large majority.

Plan To Erect a Large Manufactory in 
Atlante. 


INVENTOR THOMAS TALKS 


Gaye That He Has Millions of Money 
Behind Him. 


ATLANTA MAY BE HEADQUARTERS 


Present Plan Indicates the Erection 
of Some Ten or Twelve Mills 
Throughout the South. 


A novel manufacturing project is being 
promoted which, if successfully carried 
through, will add another large enterprise 
to Atlanta's varied industries, and make 
this city headquarters for manufacturing 
plants that involve an investment of mill- 
ions of dollars. 

The new industry, an account of which 
appeared in The Constitution several days 
ago, is that of manufacturing cotton 
seed hulls into paper of different grades. 
The inventor and promoter of the process 
is Robert Thomas, who recently conduct- 
ed a mill of the kind at Pensacola, Fla. 
Mr. Thomas was in Atlanta yesterday in 
the interest of his great enterprise. He 
says the company that will put his in- 
vention on the market is practically or- 
ganized and controls millions of capital. 

Among the heavy backers of the new 
project, Mr. Thomas names the National 
Saw Company, capitalized at $6,000,000, 
and the Standard Oil Company. The plan. 
he says, is to erect ten large mills at the 
most desirable points in the cotton: belt, 
from Texas to North Carolina, with a 
capacity of from 1% to 200 tons each. He 
said that it was likely that two of these 
mills would be huilt in Georgia, and two 
in Texas. 

Atlanta, Mr. Thomas said, would not 
only have one of the largest of these 
mills, but would be made the headquarters 
of the industry, with his office, as gen- 
eral manager, located here. He said the 
new paper mill would employ many hands 
and add much to Atlanta’s prestige as a 
manufacturing center. He expects the 
work of construction to begin within thir- 
ty days. 

Among paper manufacturers Mr. Thom- 
as's new process is regarded as far from 
a demonstrated success. Mr. Thomas, on 
the other hand, says he can make a su- 
perior grade of paper from cotton seed 
hulls, and for a price that the old mills 
cannot compete with, He says he has 
the capital to back up his assertions, and 
it is that that talks loudest. The new 
enterprise will be watched with much in- 
terest in the south, and if what is 
claimed: for it is true, will revolutionize 
paper making in a few years. 


TO BE ‘NO CONSOLIDATION 


Southern Bell Officials Say They Are 
Not Considering Absorption 
of Other Companies. 

W. T. Gentry, superintendent of the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, in an interview with a Consti- 
tution reporter yesterday, said that it was 
not his custom to make statements 
through the newspapers regarding the 
business affairs of the company, 
and that the offiicals of his com- 
pany seldom gave out interviews. 
However, in view of the public. 
ity recently given by some newspa- 
pers to certain reports of proposed con- 
solidations, embracing companies from 
New York to Chicago, and thence to the 
Atlantic ocean, including all the southern 
states, he felt it his duty to say that if 
there was anv truth in the rumors he was 
absolutely ignorant of it.

No steps toward abating the nuisance 
have been taken and the depot today 18 
said to be in as bad shape as ever. 

By the board’s action yesterday there !s 
nothing for the roads to do but comply. 
The board’s power in the matter is final 
and absolute. 

Unless the roads agree to do the work 
the board can have it done and then 
issue fi. fas. against the roads for the 
cost. 

Members of the board are emphatic in 
the position that they will push the mat- 
ter, and it seems certain that the depot 
will have a new flooring in a very few 
days.

New York, November 22.—There was the 
same ebb and flow in today's stock market that 
have characterized it for several days past. 
Neither the beginning nor the end, however, 
was so well defined as yesterday. The cur- 
rents and cross currents were very confusing 
all day and made it difficult to analyze the 
tone, except during a period of pronounced re- 


action, which developed after the opening, and 


an equally pronounced recovery before the 
The close itself was reactionary and 
weak, under the Influence of a violent break 
of 4% points in American Steel and Wire. 
That stock got up to 5! in the general rally 
of the market, but plunged downward to 46% 
in a few minutes and clored about there, with 
heavy cfferings stil) coming on the market. 
The professional tradera in Wall street have
